created. 

And when you br&dajt this with vJiat you an a lawyer must know in wrong, that the 
FBI i* in this natter "tb.o appropriate lav rnforcenont authorities," I have to rsk cysolf 
can In in your mind am. whether you are really >ry±rg to do what I had not 3Uspocted f 
hide something. 

X have told you 
that the FBI deceived the courts in this natter and that as a result the sixth circuit 
ordered an evidentiary hearing and that when the State appealed to the Supreme ^'ourt it 
denial cert, meaning it affirmed the appeals court.

If your union haa this deep 
and tender regard for thomnn who gave his life for its members it and you would be suf9 
ficiently aware of th*? actual and unquestionable* facta in this entire matter to know that 
what have have done is obscene and casts the deepest suspicion on &r. .iurf. 

If you haw- thin professed "deep affection 1 ’ for either thr 'uartyr or the lav. and 
justice, you Plight prefer not to ake ny word. X hus I refer you to O.A. 718*70 in 
federal district court in Vfachington 9 ry suit against the Dspcrtacnt cf Justice, your 
parent proper authority, for tho ovidenoo it h&d uccd to obtain the illegal 

extradition of flames Karl Kay from England. TAu will find that after procuring this 
extradition by mu una of affidavit c that range from thr> irrelevant to the. false - end X 
believe there was perjury and its subornation - it then confiscated tbs J*rltioh court 1 a 
copieof with the aid of the British Government and tho State Department, whose written 
confiscation is in that court record. Thorcaftar that personification of "proper author- 
ity" Richard tfltdjadioaat liod and said the Dopartnent had copies and that if it did 
they would bo immune as "investigatory fileo" and porsiotod in this utter falsehood when 
he was given tho proof that ho l*ad multiple copd.ee. *ko court awarded ue a aunmary judge— 
meat and if you want to aoo tho "evidence" you arc welcome to it.

diction, but the oourt, v«hioh hoc it and will be hoi din ; hearing soon. 

What is beyond reasonable question in that the assassination of this nan ^r. wurf and 
the union loved as you have protested rapoatodly has not buun solved, tliat the major 
reason for this is that tlio R3I saw to it that tho cane would not be solved by folding 
an investigation after usurping the case from local jurisdiction and by oilier m uns, liko 
confiscating evidence , and that not one of thosn bo loud in their clains of undying love 
haw; dom* a thing to help solv> the cane or affect Justice. I loava you with tho record 
you have wado for Hr. Wurf and tlic union and with whatever it nay mean in the future.
